tions are increazed. 

Business men in every walk of life 
are enthusiastic over the idea of the 
ehamber’s taking up the matter. They 
feel that with this body behind the 
movement, it cannot fail. They believe 
that the erection o fsuch a hotel as is 
talked of would not only fill a real 
need of the city, but would be one of 
the greatést advertisements the city 
could possibly have. 

Bring Visitors Here. 


‘Further, it is pointed out, the erec- 
tion of such a hotel and its. proper 
operation would bring te the city 
scores of visitors who would spend 
several days and perhaps weeks, were 
they assured hotel accommodations 
even though there be a convention of 
gome kind on in the city at the time. 
Many people, it is pointed out, who 
Make their first trip to the city as an 
attendant on some convention g0 
away.unfavorably impressed with the 
extent of our hote) facilities and are 
possibly deterred from again coming 
here on this account. 

Those who have looked into the 
Matter state that Atlanta’s hotels at 
present: are just about adequate for 
the average run of business, but have 
little or no room for delegates to con- 
ventions or large gatherings of any 
kind. This, it is pointed out, the 
city in that she has either to rith- 
out these conventions or else haWe the 
delegates unfavorably impressed with 
the city because of lack of sufficient 
hotel room. 

What Business Men Say. 

“Atlanta is being badly damaged by 
i ate hotel facilities,” said Wil- 
eeeeees Peel;-in speaking of the 
Chamber of Commeérce’s move. “A 
hotel such as the Atlanta Chamber of 
Conimetee is considerifé, is one of the 
city’s crying needs at this time and 
the chamber’s movement is most op- 
portune, indeed. With such a hotel in 
existence, Atlanta would get hundreds 
of visitors annually who are now go- 
ing to other towns, becatise word has 
gone out that our present hotels are 
filled with the regular transients and 
others. Let’s have the hotel by aw 
means.” 

“That the erection of such a hotel 
would he of vast benefit to the city,” 
said ex-Mayor Robert F. Madd-«, 
“none who are conversant with exist- 
ing conditions can doubt. Every con- 
Yention or entertainment of any kind 
held. in the city for the past several 
years has shown the great need. for 
more hotel accommodations, and At- 
lanta cannot hope to hold her position 
as the livest and most progressive city 
in the south until this need has been 
satisfied.” 

Would Move Headquarters. 


“To show you what the railroag men 
think of Atlanta’s need for more hotel 
rooms,” said Joseph Richardson, secre- 
tary of the Southeastern Passenger 
Association, “I have only to say that 
at our last meeting a resolution wags 
introduced to move the association’s 
headquarters to some other city be- 
cause of the lack of hotel facilities 
here. 

“Members of the association find it 
difficult to get rooms in the local ho- 
tels not infrequently, and while the 
motion to move the headquarters on 
this account was voted down, a con- 
tinued recurrence of these experiences 
may bring the matter again to the 
front. Atlanta most certainly needs 
the thotel.” 

“The city’s hotel facilities have fail- 
ed to-keep pace with the city and her 
needs,” said Captain J. W. English, 
“and this has brought us to a point 
where our hotels are now able to take 
care of only their regular run of busi- 
ness without being taxed with carry- 
ing anything in addition 

“That this is detrimental to the city, 
none can doubt. That we have as good 
hotels here as can be found in other 
Cities of the size is of little consola- 
titn to the man who is having to walk 
the etreets because our hotels are all 
full. If we are to have other conven- 
tions and meetings, we must have 
other hotels.” 

Excellent Advertisement. 


“Aside from the need of such a ho- 
tel, which I understand is real,” said 
Colonel Robert J. Lowry, “for it to be 
said that Atlanta has the largest and 
finest hotel in the south would be al- 
most invaluable to the city simply as 
an advertisement. It would bring to 
tthe city many people who do not now 
come because it would distinguish the 
city as one of excellent hotel facilities. 
I believe the chamber’s movement is 
one that cannot fail to be of incal- 
culable benefit to the city. so I’m for 
it first, last and all the time.” 

) “The chamber’ of commerce has suc- 
e@¢eded in putting its finger down on 
one of the great needs of the city,” is 
the way Edwin P. Ansley expressed 
himself in the matter. Mr. Ansley 
went on to say that he believes At- 
lanta can get almost any convention 
to be held in the country if she can 
only assure the delegates of her ability 
to house them after they come, and 
this he believes wifll be one of the 
greatest things for the city she has 
ever known.

Washington, May  5.—(Special.)— 
The question of permitting railway 
mail clerks to affiliate with the 
American Federation of Labor was the 
burden of today’s hearing before the 
house committee on reform in the 
civil service, and Mr. Stewart, the

He said there were already two 
organizations among the clerks to 
which the department didn’t object; 
but it did object to affiliation with a 
secret organization the rules of which 
excluded the officers of the service.

“Big Stick” Bobs Up. ; 

Cross examined as to the refusal of 
the department to permit employees 
to make appeals direct to congress 
for wage increases etc., he said it 
was in violation of orders issued by 
President Roosevelt and renewed by 
President Taft, requiring all such com- 
munications to come through the 
heads of the various executive de- 
partments. Asked if this’ was not a 
virtual denial of the constitution right 
of appeal, he said he did not think 
So, as the right of petition remained. 

“But under this Roosevelt ‘Big 
Stick’ order tne right to submit the 
appeal to congresg or suppress it at- 
together, is with the heads of the de- 
partment, is it not?’ asked Represen- 
tative Edwards of Georgia who was 
present as an interested spectator.

Kansas City, Mo.,- May $.—Woodrow’ 
Wilson, in a speech before the Knife 
and Fork Club, of this city, tonight, 
declared that a new political era prom- 
ising much for the welfare of the na- 
tion, is now upon the American people. 
The movement is one of reform, mark- 

ed by a process of restoration, rather 
tham that of revolution, he said. 

The work of reforming’ present con- 
ditions is confined to neither political 
party, the speaker said. 

The democratic party is not so 
closely allied with the reactionary 
forces—‘“the interests’’—as is the re- 
publican party. however, said the gov- 
ernor, and therefore the democratic 
party is better able to serve the peo- 
ple in the “process of restoration.” 

The New Jersey executive said the 
initiative and referendum are to re- 
store representative government. But 
the recall should not apply to judges 
who neither make or administer the 
laws, but only interpret ‘them. 

Governor Wilson’s speech here to- 
night was the first to be delivered dur- 


ing his western tour. He said in part. 
Whlisen’s Speech. 

There can be no mistaking the fact 
that we are now face to face with po- 
litical @hanges which may have - a 
very profound effect upon our polit- 
ical life. Those who @o not under- 
stand the impending change are afraid 
of it. Those who do understand it 
know that it is not a process of reyolu- 
tion, but a process of restoration, rath- 
er in which there is as much healing 
as hurt. 

The American people are naturally 
a conservative people. No other peo- 
ple have ever had such freedom in the 
establishment of personal relation- 
ships or property rights. They do not 
mean to lose this freedom or to impair 
any rights at all, but they do fee) that 
a great many things in their economic 
life and in their political action are 
out of gear. They have been cheated 
by their own political machinery. The 
liberty of the individual is hamperej 
apd impaired. They Canize. therefore, 
not a revolution, not a ¢uU

The story as furnished The Consti- 
tution by The Herald News Service is 
as follows: 

New York, May  5.—~—(Special.)—It 
would be difficult to say whether the 
group of unfortunates who nightly 
drift into Herald Square are more 
pleased than mystified by the appear- 
ance of a young man in evening 
clothes, who for the last four nights 
has provided between forty and fifty 
of them with a midnight supper, a 
place to stay all night and breakfast 
in the morning. 

All that any of them know about the 
strange benefactor is that he lives at 
thé Waldorf-Astoria. One of the pan- 
handling pickets saw him come out 
Si the hotel last Monday night, the 
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first night he provided them with a 
“sit-down spread’ in a Sixth avenue 
restaurant. Every night since they 
have watched his coming—with aug- 
mented numbers—and have seen him 
return to the hotel after making pro- 
vision for their comfort. 

The young man usually comes along 
about 1 o’clock in the morning, turn- 
ing into Broadway, he whistles and 
waves his hand. They know the sig- 
nal now. There is a shuffling of feet 
and the arousing of comrades, fast 
asleep against the wall, or in con- 
venient corners and nooks, and then 
the long, straggling procession of peri- 
patetics follows the “young man boun- 
tiful” as he marches in an all-night 
restaurant near Sixth avenue and Thir- 
ty-sixth street. The men are given a 
supper of beef stew, sandwiches, rice 
pudding and coffee. 

The young man also closes negotia- 
tions with the restaurant proprietor 
for the men to remain in the place 
until 5:30 o’clock in the morning. In 
the morning they are given a break- 
fast of beefsteak, coffee and rolls. 

The young man does not stop at pro- 
viding nourishment for the body. He 
adds a ful] portion of advice for their 
edification while they are eating. 

-At the Waldorf-Astoria it was learn- 
ed that he was registered as Edward 
W. Alfriend, of Atlanta, Ga., and that 
he had been here for a week. He has 
been leaving the hotel every night 
about midnight and returning at day- 
break.

Crowded Condition 


Georgia State 
1910 Is’ Annous.ced by Presi- 
dent Brantley.- = 


Blackshear, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)— 
A summary of the forthcoming annual 
report of the board of trustees of the 
Georgia State Sanitarium for 1910 wes 
given out todav by John T. Brantley, 
president of the board. 

The patients in the saniterium at the 
close of the. year Numbered 3,347, a 
gain over last year of 147. The total 
number receiving treatment in the 
year was 4,202, the daily average be- 
ing 3.276. The number admitted. dur- 
ing the year was 996, the largest 
year’s reception in the history of. the 
institution. The retio of the sani- 
tarium’s population to.the population 
of the state as shown by the census 
of 1910 is one to 826. The ratio in 1960 
was one in 869. 

This immense number of. patients 
were cared for at a total cost of $450,- 
388, including $8,041 used in the erec- 
tion of ‘tubercular pavilions, for which 
a special appropriation was had by 
the last general assembly. The cost 
of each patient per day was $0.37665 
and for the year $137.48. 

Nurses’ Training \Sehool. 

The Nurses’ Training School charter- 
ed bY the last general assembly is in 
successful operation. It is open to the 
white female nurses employed by the 
Sanitarium and. has for its purpose a 
supply of trained nurses for its work. 
The members of the medical staff are 
the instructors. Diplomas are award- 
ed on the completion of the prescribed 
two years’ course. Fifty additional 
nhurees are now needed by the sani- 
tarium and worthy yoting white women 


| desirous of being. educated as trained 


nurses ang at the. same time earn a 
support for themselvés are invited to 
correspond with the superintendent. 
The opportunity afforded them is ex- 
ceptional. 

The work of the medical aicndibiitatind 
has made marked progress. toward 
greater efficiency, but is severely handi- 
capped by lack of proper equipment 
and sufficient. funds. Chiefest among 
such needed equipment is a suitable 
building properly equipped and 1loc- 
eated as a hospital for the recent and 
acute insane.

It is 
recommended that this appropriation | 
be large enough to include in. such en- 
largement an assembly hall in which 
religious services, social gatherings, 
etc., can be had for the inmates. 

The superintendent has been granted 
authority to allow the members of the 
medical staff to respond to calls from 
within the state for consultation in 
cases of suspected mental trouble 
when they can be spared without de- 
triment to the service. A body of ex- 
perts is thus placeg at the service of 
the physicians of the state and the ar- 
rangement should ultimately prove of 
value to it.

Government's Appeal Docketed 
in. High Court 


|Aggrieved Because Court Dis- 
missed Indictments Against 
Patten and Hayne, Govern- 
ment Will Fight Case Out in 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, May 5.—Another puz- 
zling question about the Sherman 
anti-trust law today made its appear- 
ance in the supreme court of the 
United States to plague that tribunal. 

It was this:. Does a conspiracy to 
fix the price of-a commodity by pro-| 
curing a “corner” constitute a viola-' 
tion of! the Sherman anti-trust law? 
The government ranks the intportance 
of the question alongside that of the 
Stamdard Oi] and tobacco cases now 
awaiting decision by the supreme 
court. This latest member of the 
“trust”. problem family, came to. the 
court in a writ of error obtained by 
the government from the recent de- 
cision .of Judge Noyes, of the New 
York federal courts in regard to the 
anti-trust law indictment against 
James A. Patten, Wugene C. Scales, 
Frank B. Hayne and William P. 
Brown. The New York court dismiss- 
ed the counts in the indictment which 
charged a conspiracy to “corner” the 
cotton market. 

Origin. of Indictment. 

The indictment arose out of the 
“bull” campaign in cotton in 1910 on 
the New .York Cotton Exchange. It 
was estimated that the alleged leaders 
of the campaign, Patten; Scales, 
Hayne and Browne made between $10,- 
000,000 and $12, 000, 000.. The case was 
docketed today as number 1033, which 
means ordinarily that it will not be 
reached* for argument and. considera- 
tion by the court for nearly three 
years. Inasmuch as. the appeal of the 
} governmént was made under the erimi- 
tral appeals act, the’ department of 
justice nmrust “diligently prosecute” the 
appeal. Consequently, preparations are 
being made to have the case advanced 
for hearing early next October. 

Noyes Dismissed Case. 

The government's position in the 
case was stated by Judge Noyes toa be 
“that any combination which interferes 
with the right of the manufacturers 
to purchase a commodity moving in 
interstate commerce at prices de- 
termined by the competitive law of 
normal market conditions directly re- 
strains interstate commerce and yio- 
lates the federal anti-trust statute.” 

The lower court held that the gov- 
ernment’s position could not be main- 
tained. Judge Noyes said there was

Alone in her home, Mrs. Christine 
Schneegass, of 27 Angier place, yester- 
day morning sought death by taking 
strychnine in a glass of ginger ale.

adjustment of the elements of their 
ife. 
A Contest of Ideals. 


What we are witnessing now is not 
80 much a conflict of parties as a con- 
test of ideals. In both the great na- 
tional parties there are men who feel 
this ardor of progress and of reform, 
and in both parties there are men 
who hold back who struggle to restrain 
change, who do not understand it or 
who have reason to fear it. Undoubt- 
edly the present moment offers a great- 
er and larger opportunity to the demo- 
cratic party than to the republican 
party, but this is not because there are 
not men in the republican party who 
have devoted their whole intellience 
and energy to necessary reform, but 
because the democratic party as a 
whole is freer to move and to act than 
the republican is and is held back by a 
smaller and weaker body of represent- 
atives of the things that are and have 
been. 

We generally sum up what we mean 
by the reactionary forces by speaking 
of them as embodied in the interests. 
By that we do not mean the legitimate 
but the illegitimate interests, those 
which have not adjusted themselves 
to the public interest. The chief po- 
litical fact of the day is that the re- 
publican party is more closely allied 
with these interests than the demo- 
cratic party. This circumstance con- 
stitutes the opportunity of the dem- 
ocrats. They are free to act and to 
move in the right @irection if they 
will but accept the responsibility and 
the leaderspip. 

Both parties are of necessity break- 
ing away from the past, whether they 
will or no, because our life has brok- 
en away from the past. We have 
changed our economic conditions from 
top to bottom, and with our economi<z 
conditions has changed also the or- 
ganization of our life. The old party 
formulas do not fit the present prob- 
lems, 

An Inextricable Jungle. 


We have so complicated our ma- 
chinery of government, we have made 
it so difficult, so full of ambushes and 
hiding places, so indirect, that Instead 
of having true representative govern- 
ment we have a great inextricable 
jungle of organization intervening be- 
tween the people and the processes of 
their government, so that by stages, 
without intending it, without being 
aware of it, we have lost the purity 
and directness of representative gov- 
ernment. What we must devote our- 
selves to now is not to upsetting our 
irstitutions but to restoring them. 

Undoubtedly we should avoid excite- 
ment and should silence the dema- 
gogue. It is necessary that we should 
be careful who are our guides. 

There is no ground fog alarm there- 
fore. We are bent upon a perfectly 
definite program which is one of 
health and renewal. 

Let us ask ourselves very frankly 
what it is that needs to be corrected. 
To sum it‘all up in one sentence it Is 
the contro) of politics and of our life 
by great combinations of wealth. 

Remedies Proposed. 

Among the remedies proposed in re: 
cent years have been the initiative and 
referendum in the fleld of legislation 
and the recall tn the fleld of adminiés- 
tration. Their intention is to restore, 
not to destroy, representative govern- 
ment. 

They are being proposed now as 4 
means of bringing our representatives 
back to the consciousness that what 
they are bound in duty and in mere 
policy to do is to represent the sover- 
eign people whom they profess to 
serve and not the private interests 
which. creep into their counsels by way 
of machine orders and committee con- 
ferences. The most ardent and suc- 
cessful advocates. of the initiative and 
referendum regard them as a sobering 
means of obtaining genuine represent- 
ative action on the part of legislative 
bodies. 

he recall is a means of administra- 
ttve control. If properly regulated and 
devised it is a means of restoring to 
administrative officials what the ini- 
tiative and referendum restore to leg- 
islators—namely, a sense of direct. re- 
sponsibility to the people who choose 
them. 

The recall of judges ts another mat- 
ter. Judges are not lawmakers. They 
are not administrators. Their duty is 


| 
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not to determine what the law shall. 
be, but to determine what the law is. 
Their independence, their sense of dig- 
nity and of freedom, is of the first 
consequence to the stability of the 
state. To apply to them the principle 
of the recall isto set up the idea that 
determinations of what the law is 
must respond to popular impulse and 
to popular judgment. 

‘ It is sufficient that the people should 
have the power to change the law 
when they will. It is not necessary 
that they should directly influence by 
threat of recall those who merely in- 
terpret the law already established. 
The importance and desirability of the 
recall as a means of administrative 
control ought not to be obscured by 
drawing it into this-other and very 
different field. 

Control of Corporations, 


The second power we fear is the 
control of our life through. the, vart 
privileges of corporations -avhich, use 
the weatth of masses of men to sus- 
tain their enterprise. It is in connec- 
tion with this damger that it is neces- 
sary to do some of our clearest and 
frankest thinkin 
in order to recti y the whole mass of 
business of this kind is that those who 


ecntrol it should entirely change their’ 


point of view. They are trustees, not 
masters. They must gegard them- 
selves as representatives of a public 
power. There can be no reasonable 
jealousy of public regulation in such | 
matters. 

The programs of parties must now 
be programs of enlightenment ard re- 
adjustment not revolutionary, but: re- 
storative. What we need, therefore, 
in our politics is an instant alignment 
of al] men free and willing to think 
and to act without fear upon their 
thought. 

This is juet as much a constructive 
age in politics, therefore, as was the 
great,age in which our federal gov- 
ernment was set up. I am sorry for 
the man who is so blind that he does 
not see the opportunity, and I am 
happy in the confidence that in this 
era men of. strength and of principle 
will see their opportunity of immor- 
tal service. 

I am not one of those who wish to 
break connections of the past nor am 
I one of those who wish change for 
the mere’ sake of variety. The only 
men who do that are the men who 
want to forget something, the men who 
filled yesterday with something they 
would rather not recall today. Change 
is not interesting unless it is construc- 
tive and it is an age of construction 
that must put fire into the blood of 
any man worthy of the name.

Nettie Sergeant, was the written opin- 
ion of City Attorney James L: Mayson 
to the effect that the city charter of 
1877 does not delegate the right to 
form schools for the instruction of 
teachers. 

Differed With Mayson. 

Some of the members of the boar4 
who are of a legal frame of mind dif- 
fered with Mr. Mayson’s opinion on the 
matter and Judge E. C. Kontz offer- 
ed a way out of the difficulty by sug- 
gesting that the board advise the es- 
tablishment of such an institution and 
leave the question of its legality to 
council 

Mayor, Courtland 8S. Winn 
the proposition inadvisable inasmuch 
as the normal division of the Girls’ 
High s¢hool can secure but 11 pupils 
with the present one-year course. He 
called attention to a number of other 
school matters which wil] necessitate 
a@ considerable outlay of the oity's 
money and did not think that the es- 
tablishment of a distinct normal school 
at a cost of about $5,000 would be a 
profitable thing at this time.

Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a summary of the an- 
nual report of the board of trustees for the state sanitarium for 
the insane that deserves the attention of every Georgian who re- 
gards seriously his obligations of citizenship. 

The report indicates the splendid work being accomplished by 


[this important institution and stresses need of a fixed policy of 


liberality on part of the state, if the asylum is to discharge its 
fi-netions according to the twentieth-century conception of effi- 
ciency. 
One of the principal contentions of the trustees is that annual 
appropriations. for upkeep should be rated, henceforth, at 50 cents 
per day per patient. The cost last year was only 37.665 cents per 
day per patient—about the lowest rate for any institution of similar 
character in the world, considering the tremendous and growing 
calls upon its every department. | 

The trustees point out that with this unit rate fixed, it will 
be possible to vastly increase the medical efficiency of the insti- 
tution, and at the same time keep in good repair the great plant 
at Milledgeville. 

Another improvement urged is an appropriation for a separate

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Iron Master Receives Highest 
Mark of Honor. 


Twenty-One American Repub- 
lics, Representing 160,000,- 


Tribute to “Benefactor of 


Humanity.” 


Washington, May 5.—Andrew Carne- 
gie today received what he called his 
greatest mark of honor when 21 Amer- 
ican republics bestowed upon him a 
gold medal bearing on one side the 
words: “Benefactor of Humanity,” and 
on the other, “The American Republics 
to Andrew Carnegie.” 

According to John Barrett, director 
general of the Pan-American Union, it 
was the first time in history that such 
a tribute from so many nations had 
been paid to an individual, Senor de 
Zamacona, the Mexcan ambassador, 
made the speech of presentation. Sec- 
retary of State Knox presided and 
President .Taft spoke in eulogy of the 
gifts which Mr. Carnegie has made for 
the cause of peace. 

The ceremonies were held in the 
Pan-American building, for the erec- 
tion of which Mr. Carnegie gave al- 
most a million dollars. In accepting 
the. medal Mr. Carnegie told of his 
(feelings on being informed of the 
honor conferred upon him by the Pan- 
American conference at Buenos Ayres. 

Carnegie Grateful. 

“Truly, my friends,” he said. “T never 
before felt so completely overwhelmed 
and crushed as it dawned upon me that 
the honor which the conference had 
voted to confer was without parallel, 
160,000,000 of people, forming 21 sov- 
ereign nations, bestowing upon poor 
me an honor the like of which had 
never before been bestowed upon a 
human being.”’ 

In offering thanks to the nations, 
through their diplomats present for 
the honor bestowed upon him, Mr. Car- 
negie asked them to accompany the 
expression with the ardent wish on 
his part that prompt action should be 
taken by the twenty-one republic to 
establish a reign of peace by adopting 
President Taft’s policy of submitting 
all disputes to arbitration. 

“Perhaps when the foremost and 
most successful apostle of peace has 
concluded his first compact of peace, 
abolishing war within the wide boun- 
daries of our English-speaking race, 
phe will turn again to our sister repub- 
lics, begging them to draw closer to 
each other and by suitable treaties 
covering all disputes, render it im- 
possible that our sisterly peaceful re- 
lations can ever again be disrupted.” 

After receiving the gold medal pre- 
senteg by the twenty-one American re- 
publics, Mr. Carnegie announced he 
would give $100,000 in addition to 
nearly a million dollars already do- 
nated toward erection of a Pan-Ameri- 
can Union building to be used for the 
artistic completion of its extensive 
grounds.

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EDUCATION BOARD 
EXPLAINS ACTION 


of the Examination Res- 
: olution. 


Chief interest in the meeting of the 
board of education yesterday centered 
about the resolution introduced and 
passed in executive session recently, 
requiring the superintendent and as- 
sistanttperintendent to stand an ex- 
amination which outsiders may also 
take. 

As the result of the efforts of Judge 
E. C. Kontz, the board voted to give 
out the resolution, which was passed. 
This resolution was published in The 
Constitution yesterday morning. 

The resolution, it was admitted by 
Cougicilman Steve Johnston, who in- 
troduced it, was for the purpose of 
keeping the selectton of the superin- 
tendent in the bands of the board, 
rather than to have it go to council, 
as the result of the nepotism ordi- 
nance. 

President Mitchell stated that the 
examination will be an impartial one 
and that ample notice would be given 
of the time and the place. 

Judge Kontz caused quite a flurry 
of excitement when he .arose and 
opened the discussion. “I have read 
several things in the papers lately,” 
he said, “that reflect upon this body 
and I think the board should take the 
matter up and set itself right before 
jhe public. There'is nothing executive 
about the whole matter and any 
secrecy about it puts us in the position 
of playing. politics. The whole affair 
is, to my mind, an example of the in- 
advisability of holding executive ses- 
sions except in matters which relate 
to the personal conduct of those con- 
nected with the .schools. I move, 
therefore, that whatever has been done 
be made public.” 

The motion of Judge Kontz was then 
put to a vote and unanimously carried. 
In consequence the reporters were 
given the resolution, which had been 
previously printed. The board did not 
go into any explanation of the resolu- 
tiom’ ,but Mr. Johnston stated at the 
close of the meeting that its intention 
had been to keep the election of Super- 
intendent Slaton for the next term 
within the hands of the school board, 
rather than have “the matter go to 
council for ratification, as might hap- 
pen under the nepotism ordinance, the 
wife of Mr. Slaton being related to 
Alderman John W. Grant.

I was amazed not long since to know 
of the case of a@ young woman who 
could make the prettiest underwear. 
children's clothing and shirtwaists, and 
who would not do it, though she had 
to work. She made the first month of 
her efforts $30, and did not work after 
8 o'clock in the afternoon. Her home 
was a comfortable one, and she was al- 
lowed to do what she pleased with her 
Money, yet she gave up the work at 
home to go to an office and back en- 
VYelopes for $5 a week. 

Ohe was compelled to report at 8 

the morning; had an hour for lunch 

the middle of the day, and worked 
until 5:30 in the afternoon. The office 
in which she worked was badly venti- 
jated and erowded. There was no rest 
room in the building, and any water 
she drank had to be taken from a cool- 
er from the cup of which white and 
eolored were privileged to drink. She 
had her own drinking cup, but would 
have to stand several minutes at times 
to get her drink. 

I could quote many incidents of this

young women who have to be wage- 
earners prefer any kind of work to 
that of handiwork in the home, and 
that at a time when handiwork is so 
much needed. 

All this suggests, I think, wrong 
ideals of life. The parents are largely 
responSible, but I think more than all 
else there is something still wrong in 
the modern school system.

FOR MOUNTAIN SCHOOLS * 
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While the commencement days are 
on, and the cry goes out from the 
boy and girl whd are not getting the 
educational chance, it is the time when 
people who give can get the informa- 
tion they desire about the schools de- 
serving of help. Of all the mountain 
schools for the uplift of the mountain 
boy and girl, and there are many strug- 
gling and doing a noble work, no one 
has proven its usefulness more than 
the school for mountain boys and 
girls near Tallulah Falls. This school 
has been bufit and maintained by the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and to it are going a group of native 
boys and girls who more than any 
éthérs represent the purest type of the 
Anglo-Saxon race transplanted to this 
country. That is what we, have up 
there fn the Georgia mountains. Real 
Americans, unmixed with alien blood, 
untroubled by foreign traditions—yet 
absolutely without the resources for 
the commonest intellectual develop- 
ment, except where the smal] mountain 
school is, . 

This the club women recognized, and 
here was founded the pet school of 
the federation. Two young women 
trained to the work, eager to progress, 
and joyously sincere, have taught: for 
eighteen months; the school has grown 
to three times its first membership; 
gifts have come flooding in, not mon- 
€y, 80 much as materials of all kinds. 
But money is necessary for some of 
the needs, and has come, in some way, 
enough for each day, until today, a se- 
rious thing happened. The two girls 
who are teaching from April first un- 
til cold weather, (a mountain schoo! 
has vacation !n winter) went to the 
state normal school this winter to get 
new ideas for next term. While they 
were at Athens someone came along 
with more money than the clubs have 
and offered higher rent for the cot- 
tage in which their furniture and oth- 
er household necessities wére Ieft 
during their absence. Out went the 
furniture into the school house, and 
now the school room is full of furni- 
ture and the teachers have no home. 
Foreseeing the necessity for qa home 
for the teachers and such students as 
lived too far away to come to school 
every day, the club women had suc- 
ceeded in getting materials for a 
house with housekeeping facilities for 
the teachers and twelve boarding stu- 
dents. But here again cash was need- 
ed. Without the immediate necessity, 
there would have been no need to ask 
for help, but now, with no place for 
either school or teachers, there is a 
call for $1,000 for the labor to pbulld 
the house.

WHEN IS THE THIRD DEGREE? 
CITY OFFICIALS ARE ASKING

son who is related in the third degree 
to any member of council or city 
boards by consanguinity or affinity. 

The question has arisen whether or 
not Mr. Siaton, whose wife is Alder- 
man (rant‘s second cousin, is related 
tu Mr. Slaton by affinity in the third 
degree. 

Blackstonve says the way to trace a 
degree of relationship is to go back 
to the common ancestor and then count 
down the longest genealogical table 
and each generation will be a degree 
in consanguinity. Relationship by 
affinity is the same as that by consan- 
Zuinity, that is, if John Brown is 
John Smith's relation in the third de- 
gree 80 will be Mrs. John Brown.

“I think a hotel of the kind men- 
tioneg in The Constitution would pay,” 
salad Mr. Hauser. “Hotels, like any 
other business, have their dull months, 
but as a general rule the best in At- 
lanta are crowded. Under ‘present 
eonditions, when a large convention 
comes to Atlanta it is necessary -to 
frequently place two men in the same 
room, in separate beds,of course. Unless 
this were done the crowds could not be 
accommodated. This, however, is the 
exception and by no means the rule. 
Possibiy 60 per cent of hotel patrons 
when the alternative of sleeping two in 
a room or paying double the regular 
rate prefer the increased price. If the 
hotels diq not utilize every ineh of 
space during crowded times prospective 
guests would be turned away and the 
city would suffer in consequenee. - 
.“If a new hotel is bullt it should be 
centrally located. The time is coming 
when Atlanta will make a serious ef- 
fort to secure such conventions as that 
of. tHe national democratic party. At 
present we are unquestionably not 
prepared for such a gathering.”
